patent clearly discloses and teaches, to the Ishiwata et al. and Hasenau patents, a blade detecting means arranged on the side of the 
annular hub. In Figure 1 of Farnworth et al., the detector (31 and 37) is clearly on the side of the annular hub, which is the right side of 
blade (15). The claim does not disclose that the detector is inside or outside the cutting means just that it is arranged on the side of the 
annular hub. Eventhough the claim does not disclose these limitations, Farnsworth et al. clearly discloses a detector on the inside of the 
cutting means (37). 
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
